London, Jan. 8: A despatch from 
Frere Camp, dated Jan. 6,. says:, 
White heliographs that he has de- 
feated the Boers this morning.

Spatch' to the London Chronicle from 
Frere says that Saturday’s bombard- 
ment of Ladysmith was the heaviest 
yet recorded. All the heavy guns 
were working and the Boers seemed to 
be pouring shells in from every avail- 
able gun. ; " 

The Daily Telegraph has “he follow- ieee 
ing from Frere dated Saturday, Jan. 
6: A very heavy bombardment went 
on at Ladysmith from daybreak un- 
til 8 »’clock this morning. It is be- 
lieved that an action was in progress, 
for musketry fire was also heard. It 
is possible the garrison was making’ 
a sortie for the Boers at Colenso hur- 
riediy. left the trenches 1nd rode to- 
ward Ladysmith. ~Our big naval gun 
at Chieveley Camp fired several, rounds 
at the enemy as they were leaving 
their Colenso lines. Gen. Buller has 
ridden on to Chieveley with his staff. 

London, Jan. &: A special despatzh 

from Frere dated Saturday, Jan. 6, 
says: At two this afternoon the whole 
of Gen. Clerey’s division marched out 
of camp te'attack Colenso. Gen. Hild- 
yard’s brigade was on the left and 
Gen. Barton’s on the right with caval- 
ry on the extreme-right. The attack 
slowly developed, and at 4:30 the Brit- 
ish field guns advanced on a canter and 
commenced shelling the Boer pusitions 
on the flat land. About this time a 
heavy thunderstorm burst over the 
enemy’s position. At 5:30 o’clock our 
troops were still advancing and had 
reached near Colenso. The naval and 
field guns were busy dropping shells 
into the enemy’s trenches along the 
river .and the forts of the enemy, but 
get no reply. 

Ait 3 o'clock this morning heavy fir- 
ing began at - Ladysmith. It lasted 
fully four hours and must have meant 
either a sortie by the British orfa de- 
termined attack on the garrison. Our 
shells could be seen falling, and the 
encmy ‘were repiying. Besides—the 
eannon reports there were sounds in- 
dicating smaller pieces of artillery in 
aption. Fighting must have been at 
closer range than has been the case 
up to now.

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POLITICAL MEETING. 

Sir Charles Tupper, leader of the op- 
position in the Dominion parliament, 
and N. F. Davin, member of parlia- 
ment for West Assiniboia, arrived in 
a private car on Friday evening's 
train for ithe purpose of addressing @ 
public political meeting here. On ar- 
rival they were received by a deputa- 
tion from the liberal-conservative S- 
sociation of Strathcona, and by the 
president, C. Gallagher, and secretary- 
éreasurer, P. L. McNamara, of the Ed- 
monton association, who drove over to 
meet them at the station. In the 
evening the executive committee of the 
association here also drove over, con- 
ducted the speakers across the river 
and to Robertson Hali where the meet- 
ing took place. At& o’clock the meet- 
ing opened. In addition to the speak- 
ers, and C. Gallagher, president of the 
assuciation, who occupied the chair, 
there were on the platform Messrs. 
J. C. F. Bown, P. I. McNamara, G. W. 
Gairdner, F. F. Tims, Dr. Wilson, W. 
S: Edmiston, P. M: Barker, S. Larue, 
Al. Brown, N. D. Beck, T..G. Lauder, 
Geo. Goodall ana G. W. R. Almon, of 
Edmonton, and W. McCulley and 9. 
Bush, Stratheona. The hal! was fill- 
ed with an expectant audience 41nx- 
ious to see and hear the leader of the 
opposition. The gallery and front 
seats had been reserved for ladies, a 
large number of whom, were present. 
The chairman opened the proceedings 
by introducing the speakers, and call- 
ed upon Mr. Bush, of Strathcona, who 
read, an address of welcome from the 
four liberal-conservative societies of 
Straiheona, St. Aibert, Fort Saskat- 
chewan and Edmonton.

We 
have been made confident by the re- 
cent politica! events in the west that 
the liberal-conservative patty will be 
eailed, upon by the counijry to take up 
the duties of conducting the gove\rn- 
ment of the Dominion at the next 
general election, and we desire’ to as- 
sure you that we are prepared to add 
our united weight to the force which 
shall place you in the merited position 
of leading our party to still further 
heights in the regard and confidence 
of the people of this country.

Mr. Blair brought into the house the 
matter of the bringing of the Inter- 
colpnial, into Montreal. It was to 
cost $7,000,000. It has heen shown to 
be;one of the most iniquitous bargains 
ever brought before the peopte of Can- 
ada. ‘The senate rejected it, and the 
extension wis afterwards procured for 
$1,000,060 less. I believe Mr. Blair 
has made a bargain, the terms. of 
which; he is bound to conceai. Mr. 
Sifton brought in a‘ lititle project of 

his. He brought down a proposal to 
build 150 miles of tramway between 
Glenora and Teslin lake for which 
the people of Canada were to give four 
millicn acres of the gold land 
in the Yukon, The low2st 
price ior this iand is $10 an 
acre which wovld mean $40,000,000. 

The speaker criticised the bargain 
claiming that control of the railway 
could, haye been secured by, Americans 
and that the land grant would cover 
all the gold bearing land in the Yukon. 

Continuing he touched on tha Mani- 
toba, elections, and attacked the minis- 
ter of the interior.

Colesbursg.

The latest advices from the Coles- 
burg district tend to modify the es- 
timate of Gen. French’s. success. -The 
predicted occupation cf Colesburg haa 
not. been accomplished: yesterday even- 
ing, while the. Boers’ guns announced 
to have been silenced were still active. 

The total British casualties about 
Colesburg, in two days, were six men 
killed and twenty wounded. 

Delagoa Bay Blockade.

Pilcher's Raid

garrison at Surnyside. The British 
force then started for Douglas 
the Torontos bringing up the rear 
in wagons. ~ In -the .afternoon the 
troops entered the town unopposed,and 
amid extraordinary. scenes. The in- 
habitants wete overjoyed and crowd- 
ed. about the soldiers, shaking hands 
with them, and, when they iearned 
that their deliverers were Canadians 
and Australians the enthusiasm be- 
came frenzied. There were deafening 
cheers as the troops traversed the 
main) street and it was almost impos- 
sible! for them to make progress, the 
crowds being so eager to shake hands 
with! the colonials. - i 

It appears that the Landrest, and 
all the mounted rekels evacuated the 
place on the previous night. 


The unmounted rebels are reported 
to be entrenched in_the vicinity. Quan- 
tities of ammunition were captured and 
destroyed.

SIR CHARLES TUPPER. 


The visit of a leader of one of the 


great parliamentary parties 
bear their respective shares 
government of the country is peces- 
sarily an event of importance in the 
career of any town or district. The 
fact that the party leader is head of 
the opposition and not of the govern- 
ment detracts not in kind but only in 
degree from the importance of the -oc- 
casion. The criticism of « parlia- 
mentary opposition is or should be to 
a large extent a check and guiding 
rein on the government of the day, 
especially if this‘ criticism is empha- 
sized by a parallel statement of 
policy almost the first idea 
that must necessarily strike the 
leader of a government is ‘How will 
the opposition view this.” Therefore 
the leader of an opposition has an im- 
portant part in the direction of the 
public affairs of the country; altogeth- 
er aside from the ever existing possi- 
bility that the opposition of to-day 
may be the government ot to-morrow. 
In the case of Sir Charles Tupper, be- 
sides his present position in Canadian 
politics there was his long record of 
parliamentary and administrative life 
which has made his name a household 
word and his personality most nter- 
esting throughout Canada. 

There was therefore a large turnout 
of the people of the town and district 
to see and hear him,—and they heard 
him respectfully, but not entbusiasti- 
cally. 

Sir Charles, as was his place, found 
fault in general and in particular with 
the government of the day: the men 
were objectionable, their policy was 
worse, and their actions worst of all. 
He also gave the policy and record of 


in the 


in which the good name of that party 
did not lose anything by his telling of 
the story. So far so good. History | 
from any point of view is, or should 
be, interesting, and is necessarily so 
when told by one of the men who 
made it. No one.was inclined to 
quarrel with Sir Charles about his 
historic statements, however far they 
differed from their understanding of 
the facts. Sir Charles’ opinion of his 
opponents, also, is of course interest- 
ing but is not sufliciently free from 
bias to be valuable in forming an esti- 
mate of their character. 

What people really want to know 
from the leader of an opposition is: 
In what particular will he better the 
policy of his opponezts if he is return- 
ed to power. On that point Sir 
Charles was conspicuously silent, and 
his follower and friend Mr. Davin, 
quite as much so. He addressed elo- 
quent appeals to the oid time liberais 
and the independent voters’ and pre- 
dicted that as the conservatives had 
swept Manitoba so they would sweep 
tne Dominion; but he did not explain 
in particular why the liberal and in- 
dependent voters should assist in the 
work. He found fault with what the 
liberals were doing but did not say 
what the conservatives would do. 
That is, he did not say in so many 
words; but he would be blind who 
could not see the natural and logical 
and necessary conclusion of his argu- 
ments. 

He explained at great length and 
with very considerable exaggeration of 
expression that the people of the Ter- 
ritories had been deceived by the 
liberals on the question of reductions 
in ths tariff. But the principal claim 
which he put forward for. the con- 
fidence of the country ia,the-conser- 
vative party was that they had in 
spite of the liberals introduced the 
policy of a high tariff. He had only 
sneers for such reductions as had been 
made by the liberals, and his argu- 
ments on the tariff were all addressed 

to those who would benefit by a high 
rather than by a low tariff. There is 
only one conclusion to be drawn from 
the tariff part of the address and that 
is, that he is for the future as he has 
been in the past a supporter of a high 
as against a low tariff... However dis-

by the liberals, it would indeed be a

case of cutting off the nose to spite 


the face to place in power Sir Charles 
who does not ¢ven condescend to dis- 
cuss with western people the propriety 
of a reduction ; but tells them to their 
faces that he is for industrial protec- 
tion—-which being interpreted in the 
light of past events means manu- 
facturers’ protectic:—-first, last and 
all the time, In this connection it 
might be well to point out that the 
legitimate pressure of the opposition 
exercised in parliament has necessari!y 
had a certain amount of effect in pre- 


venting further tariff reductions that | 


were reasonably expected by the 
people of the west. It is a strange 


Charles Tupper.in parliament to fight: 
against tariff reductions, and then 
denounce the government of the day 
to the people of the west for not 
having made greater reductions. His 
argument might be good te detach 
western support from: the government, 
but can scarcely bé considered good for 
attaching it to himself and his cause— 
on -his own showing the cause of 
manufacturing monopoly. 

The position of Sir Charles on the 
railway question is much the same as 
on the tariff. If there is a feeling of | 
disappointment iu the minds of the 
supporters of the government in the 
west on any question it is on the rail- 
way question—on the question of C. 
P. R. monopoly. And what had Sir | 
Charles to offer on that question ! Did 
he suggest by word or hint or’ infer- 
ence that the settler would fare better 
in that matter under a government of 
which he might be the head than 
under the present government? He 
asked all and sundry to become lost 
in admiration of the genius which had 
made the C. P.R.—that is of the | 
bargain which fixed the present galling 
conditions of monopoly on the people 
of the west. He practically asked 
them to forget the disabilities and dis- 
advantages which result from its ex- 
istcnce in contemplation of the con- 
dition which existed when there 
Giving scope for 
rhetorical doubt, but 
scarcely satisfying to the settlement 
which needs railway connection, or to 
the farmer with 50 cent wheat to sell 
on which the freight to Fort William 
is 18c., or with 20 cent oats to sell on 
which the freight to Kootenay is 10c. 
Possibly the Liberal government has 
not done all that it might or should 
have done, but at least it has built 
railways and reduced railway rates; 
and has still other and more import- 
ant railways in progress over which it 
may be hoped further reductions can 
be secured.

Different from his stand regarding 

the tariff, Sir Charles did not call the 

government in question for not having 

attacked railway monopoly with great- 

er vigor. With him the C. P. R. is too 

sacred an interest to be attacked even 

to make a point against the grits. 

If there is a wing of the Jiberal party 
in league with railway monopoly, he is 

still more clearly identified with that 
monopoly. In Sir Charles and his 
supporters in parliament railway mo- 
nopoly finds a solid phalacx of sup- 
port which, when added to a section 
if the liberals, is sufficient to control 
parliament in monopoly interests. 
Whoever the Northwest is to look to 
for relief from railway monopoly, Sir 
Charles in his speech made it perfectly 
clear that nothing was to be hoped 
for from hiro. 

He talked lengthily and iearnedly 
on imperial preferential trad: and the 
benefit it would. be to Canada if 
Britain would increase the cost of 
food to her artizans by taxing food im- 
ports from countries other than her 
colonies; but he did not say where he 
stcoc on the question of elevator mo- 
nopoly, taxation of railway land, 
termination of the 20 years exemption 
granted the C. P. R, Russian. immi- 
gration, or in fact an7 public question 
immediately connected with the wel- 
fare of the Northwest,—and neither 
did Mr. Davin. 

The latter gentleman saw fit to 
criticize—as he had a perfect right to 
—the action of the member for Alber- 
ta in appearing on the same platform 
as Hon. Mr. Sifton,after having oppos- 
ed certain measures advocated by the 
minister in the house. That he con- 
sidered settled any claim Mr. Oliver 
had of credit for independent motive. 
It would strike almost anybody that 
if a minister could afford without loss 
of dignity to stand on the sane plat- 
form as a private member who had 
opposed him, the private member 


quirk of argument that enables Sir | 
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might very well stand on’ the same 
platform as thé minister without loss 
of independence. 

Taken altogether it is probably safé 
to say that the people of Edmonton 
felt more flattered by the presence of 
Sir Charles and Mr. Davin, than by 
the arguments which -either gentle- 
men addressed to them. It was not 
that they did not talk eloquently and 
well from their point of view on the 
subjects dealt with, but that they 
either were afraid to touch, or did not 
think sufficiently important to touch, 
the subjects which are of immediate 
concern to the Northwest and in re- 
gard to which the people want infor- 
mation as to the intention of parlia- 
ment. Sweeping denurciations and glit- 
tering generalities are all very well in 
their way, but people want definite 
particulars—not so much as to what 
has been as to what is to be. Parlia- 
ments are elected and governments 
placed in power to do things, not 
merely to talk of what has been been 
done.

TEAMING GRAIN BY STEAM. 


The Chicago Times-Herald says; 
An ingenious South Dakota farmer 
named A. J. Wakefield recently con- 
ceived the idea that his thresher en- 
gine weuld serve the purpose of haul- 
ing his grain to Faulkton, the rail- 
road point nearest his farm. 

Accordingly, as an experiment, he 

hitched five wagons together, one be- 
hind the other, and after loading 
them with an aggregate of 490 
bushels of wheat, coupied the thresher 
enzine to the string of wagons, and 
started on the journey to Faulkton. 
The trip of fifteen miles was made in 
six hours. Wakefieid had but one as- 
sistant. One of the unique features 
af/the innovation is that the thresher 
engine is the same with’ which ~ he 
threshed ‘his grain. . 
Wakefield carefully noted the man- 
ner in which the engine hauled its load, 
and is satisficd that the capacity of 
thej engine is sufficient to haul double 
the number of loaded wagons. trans- 
ported on the experimental trip. 

It is therefore his purpose to haul 
about 3,608 bushels of grain on the 
next and subsequent trips. Several 
good results are noticeable from the 
experiment, . Notwithstanding the 
consumption of coal, the employment 
of the thresher engine makes, in Wake- 
field’s opinion, a considerable saving, 
bothfin time and money, over the us- 
ual ‘methods of hauling grain io mark- 
et with horses. Fifty bushels of grain 
is an ordinary load for a team of 
horses. Thus the 490 bushels _ haul- 
ed; by the thresher engine on the ex- 
perimental trip would have requir- 
ed ten trips if hauled by, a team. 


Counting alone the time consumed 
would mean a great saving in utiliz- 
ing. the engine over the old method 
of transporting by team. Another fav- 
orable) feature is~that the employment 
ol the thresher engine renders unnec- 
essary the taking from the fields of 
the horses at a time when, owing to 
the probable early setting-in of win- 
ter and the consequent stopping of fall 
farm work, every hour they are em- 
ployed in fall piowing is of the ut- 


most importance. 
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SCHOOL TAXATION.

The report of Col. Pilcher’s expe 
dition tothe relief of the town of 
Douglas throws a lurid light oa the 
conditicn of aftsirs in South Africa. 
Donglas is evidently a British tows in 
Griqualand West about 45 miles 
northwest of Belmont. It is on the 
Vaal river below the junction of the 
Modder anda short distance above 
the junction-of the Vaal with the 
Orange. The territory is British but 
there is a large Dutch population. 
Apparentlythe Dutch had taken up 
arms and, aided from the armies of 
republics, were holding the British 
population under their martial law, 
having issued a proclamation annex- 


ing the district to the Orange 
Free State. This is a sample 
of what has gone on all 


through Bechuanaland, and in Natal 
and Cape Colony on the borders of 
the repub‘ics. Boer forces from the 
republics have issued proclamations 
annexing the country, have established 
martial law and have been joined by 
the Dutch people in compelling the 
British to stibmit.

Not 
content with invading British terri- 
tory the Boers have thus forced a 
condition of war upon the 
adjoining British dominions. It may 
be asked: How can such a thing be? 
Why are not the British out fighiing 
as well as. their Dutch neighbors ? 
One reason ‘is that the Cape being a 
self-governing colony only the Cape

civil 


government had authority to organize 
in defence of , British rights. The 
Cape government was in the hands of 
the Dutch and was, if not actively 
disloyal, not sufficiently strong in 
loyalty to'take the vigorous measures 
necessary to match well armed and 
amply provided Boers with equally 
and amply provided 
Britons. Consequently the fighting 
force of the loyalists of Cape Colony 
instead of being turned out at the 
very first as was that of Natal, it was 
held paralyzed, while the republics 
made all their arrangements for sub- 
duing the country, and indeed went 
very far in subduing it. Clearly the 
great question in South Africa is not 
the rights or grievances of the Out- 
Janders of the Transv:al but it is the 
rights and liberties of the British 
people of Natal and Cape Colony, 
whose enterprise has retrieved those 
vast regions from the condition of 
deserts. This is not so much a war of 
British conquest as a war of British 
defence of enterprising 


colonies and colonists.
